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Wiy Leaves Change Color.

A botanist has thus explained in Forest
end Stream why leaves change in color
“The green matter in the tissue of a leaf is
eomposed of two colors, red aad biuse,
When the sap ceases to Bow io the fall and
tie natural growth of the tree ceases, oxi-
dition of the tissue takes place. Under cer-
tuinconditions the grean of tha leaf changes
to red; under different conditions it takes
pa a vellow or brown tint. This difference
in eolor is due to the difference in combina-
tion of the original constituents of the

rreen tissue and to the varying conditions
of climate, exposure and soil. A dry, cold
climate produces more brilliant foliage
thun one thut is damp and warm. This is
the reason that our American autumnsare
#0 much more gorgeous than those of Eag-
land. There are saveral thingsabout leaves
thut even science cannot explain. For in-
stance, why one or two trees growing side
by side, of the samo age and having the
pame exposure, should take on a brilliant
red in the fall, and the other should turn
eliow; or why ona branch of a tree shonld
highly colored and the rest of the tres
have only a yeliow tint, are questions that
mré as impossible to answer &5 why one
member of a family should be perfectls
bealthy gud another sickly.”

A HOLE IN THE GROUND,

And the Unfortunate Effects Upon Two
Men Working Therein.

The two men, Boyd and Becbe, who were
overcome by foul alr in the well of Mr.
Paflow, two miles east of the eity, it is
now thought will come around all mght
with proper care, but it is a gure thing they
will abandon well diggiug for all time to
come, A reporter had a conversation with
Mr. Paflow yesterday, at whose house the
men are receiving attention, and who owns
the Lole in the ground whera the accident
occurred, and learned the following facts
concerning the accident, and astory con-
nected therewith which, 1o say the least, is
interesting.

The men had been at work several days,
and were down some thirty feet. They had
prepared a blast, set it off, and awaited
about five minutes for the smoke to clear
away. Boyd, who up to this time Lad not
been in the well, but had worked the dirt
bucket, concluded he would go down, leav-
ing Beebe, his partner, to operate the
windlass. After having arrived ot the bot-
tom ha felt the effects of the gas, the
smoke, etc., having not fully left the well
from the result of the blast, and calied to

Beebe to draw him out, but before
the box could be lowered he wus
so far exbausted that he could not

eallod

getinto it Beebe discovering this
to another man near to lower ril'uu (Becbe)
to rescue his partuer. When Becbe had
gone down about ten feet he was overcome
und toppled out of the box, Talling twenty
feot upon Boyd, who by this time was un-
conscious. The fall seriously vt Beebe,
and the man at the top and Mrs. Pufflow
proceaded to alarm the nearest veighbors,
and some six or eight men, together with
two physivians who fortunately bapponed
along the road, were summoned. All this
took time, and the men were fast broathing
their last thirty feet from the surface.
Noone among the crowd, however, ¢ould
be induced to go down to rescue, if possi-
ble, the unfortunite men, Torches were
lowered in the hope of burning out the fuul
tir, but 1o noavaill  Finally a lamp was
lowered, and when about baif wuy down
the string broke—lamp and ofl wont to the
bottom of ¢ourde, oil ignited and thems was
an additional eatastrophe.  Severul buckets
of water were dasted in the well 1o extin.
guish the [lames, which was success{
Noane yet would agree to go down.
thiz juncture the twelve-year-old son o
Mr. Brousun, a neghbor, wevived, dnd
learned the condition of affairs, and, veal-
izing that two human lives, perlups, de-
qu-uﬁud upon prompt action, begged o be
lowored into the welll, He was warned  of
the dangier, but to no  avail—lie would save
two lives it possible. So he sprang into
the box and two men lowerad the
boy to the bottom. Carryime with him
i strong he tied it securely to one of
the men's v t and gave the signal Lo pull
Dim out, ‘ihe man was lifeloss when he
reached the top, but willing hands (on tap
of the ground) did all in their power Lo re-
suscitate him. During this time the rope
was lowered to brave little Mellville Bron-
son agiln, and he tied It to the other man,
and told the men atthe top to “hoist away, 4
he following immediately in the box. Wlien
the little fellow was brought into fresh aie
he was very much exhausted, but set about
assisting i caring for the more unfor-
tunate. The men were given all the care
it was possible for the means at haod to
render, but suffered severe convulsions,
and were a5 biue alimost 4s indigo.

Another peculinr feature is related, in
that some yewrs ago the father of Boyd,
who went into the well first after the blast,
was killed in 2 manner similar to this  aeci-
dent, Young Boyd bad pledged to his
mother and sister, who were dependent
zpon lim. that he would never po into a
well, and had kept his word until this ocea-
sion, when he met with the accident abo e
related.

On the morning of the accident Beebe's
wife followed him to the door and implored
him not to go to work that day—she felt
il some accident would surely befall hi
and from subsequent evenis it secms
premounitions of danger were correct.

Fruit and Gout,

Mr Jerathan Hutchinson states in The
Archivesof Surgery that for mauy years
be has been in the habit of forbidding fruit
to all patiznts who sutfer irom tendency to
gont. In every fnstancs in which a total
sbstaleer of long standing has come under
his observation for any affection related to
gout he has lound on inguiry that the
snfferer was o iiberal frait eater, Fruoits
are, of course, by no means all equally
deleterions; cooked fruits, especially il
eaten hot with added sugar, are the most
injurious, the addition of cane sugar to
grape sugar adds much to the risk of dis.
sgreement. Fruit eaten raw and without
the addition of sugar would appear to be
comparatively safe. Natural jnstinct and
dietetic tastes have already led the war in
Lhis direction; few wine drickers take
fruit or sweets to auy exient, and Mr.
Hutchinson suggests asadietetic law that
alcobol and fruit sugar ought pever to ba
tuken togethier; and he believes that the
children of those who in former genera-
tions bave established a gouty constitution
may, though themselves water driukers,
exvite gout by the use of frult and sugar,

An UOld Masascript Identified.

AN ASTRONOMICAL CHRONOMETER.

A German Invention That Alds in the
Study of the Heavens.

The astronomieal chronometer depicted
in the cut is the invention of a Germnaa
genius and is described as follows in Thas
Jewelers’ Circalar:

Actuated by a correctly going pendulom
clock train this apparatus ocalarly demon-
strates all the important functions of our
planetary eystem and the effects produced
by them; the cause of the terrestial and
lunar positions; the changing illumina-
tion and heating of the earth, moon,
planets, etc. Thess phases are in preciss
proportions to the reality, and are me-

ASTRONOMICAL CHRONOMETER.
chanically and miathematically correct.
The chronometer has exteriorly theshnpe
of an ordinary mantel clock. The elock
train, &lso the astronomical mechanism, is
of a very simple construction of metal,
brass and steel. Thedial on the front side
shows houra and minutes, and isealeulated
for a fourteen-day timekeeper. The sides
of the case are furnished each with acol-
ored map of the northern and southern
starred heaven, arranged nccording to re-
cent experiments of astronomers, and con-
tain the stars between the first and fifth
magnitudes. The astronomieal disk iz lo-
cated npon the upper surface of the casa,
and on this disk functions the apparatus
showing the manner of the revolutions of
the planets around the sun.

This disk is colored and mounted upon a
metal plate, It shows the elliptico-eccen-
tric paths of the planets Merenry, Venus,
Earth and Mars, the direction of the paths
and the duration of revolutions in dave.
The earth path Is formed by an eiliptical
noteh, through which passes the aroor
standing in combination with the mechan-
ism, and carrying the earth aud moon.

The division of the elliptic {nto 800 degs,,
the calendar division into months and
days, the names of twelve signs and signs
of the zodiae, the division into the four
sensons by the shading of color, the eccen-
tric position of the sun, aphelion and peri-
helion of the planets are also introduced
upon this di=ic

In the sink of the astronomienl disk
moves the earth, as a small colored globs,
together with a silver ball, representing
the moon; both are of exact proportional
size. I'he earth revolves once a yeararound
tle gold globs of the sun, which is placed
in its eccentric position,

The staff carrying the earth and moon at
the same time revolves & hand ou the as-
tronomical disk, ivdicajing degrees, day,
wmonth and of yeur exactly to reality.
